This is in response to the Office Action mailed on November 2, 2006, in connection with 
the above-identified U.S. patent application. A response is due by December 2, 2006, but that 
being a Saturday, the response is due by December 4, 2006.

Claims 1-10 were presented at the time of filing and are currently pending in the 
application. The Action of November 2, 2006 requires election under 35 U.S.C. §121 among six 
(6) groups of claims: 
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Claims 1-2, drawn to a method of treating anxiety, classified in class 514, subclass 656. 



II. Claims 3-4, drawn to a method of treating eating disorders, classified in class 514, 
subclass 656. 

III. Claim 5, drawn to a method of treating disruptive behavior disorders, substance abuse, and 
cerebral function disorders, and disorders characterized by non-urge incontinence, 
classified in class 514, subclass 656. 

IV. Claim 6, drawn to a method of prophylaxis of migraine in a human, classified in class 514, 
subclass 656. 

V. Claim 7-8, drawn to a process of making an amine, classified in class 564, subclass 305. 

VI. Claims 9-10, drawn to a compound, classified in class 564, subclass 102. 

Applicants hereby elect the claims of Group VI (claim 1) drawn to claims 9 and 10. The 
election is made without traverse and without prejudice to Applicants right to pursue the subject 
matter of the non-elected claims in additional applications.
